Judge Rules County's 
Fish Preserve Law 
Valid; Appeal Due 


Condemned Man Shown 
Seat at Trenton; 
Attorney Quits 


Long-Missing Pilot Is 
Held by Indian Tribe, 
According to Tale 


The public's right to unspoiled 
fishing off the Orange county 
coast was protected today in a de¬ 
cision by Superior Judge H. G. 
Ames. 

Judge Ames upheld validity of 
the legislature’s bill creating the 
fish preserve extending along the 
county's coastline. His decision 
was rendered in the case of Joseph 
Giampe. San Pedro commercial 
fisherman, arrested several weeks 
ago for fishing in the preserve in 
violation of law. Mr. Giampe 
sought a writ of habeas corpus on 
the ground that the bill is uncon¬ 
stitutional. 

Preserved For Public 

The decision by Judge Ames 
will preserve the fishing grounds 
for the public, since the bill pro¬ 
hibits purse-seining or the whole¬ 
sale taking of fish by commercial 
operators. The decision upholds 
contentions of Deputy District At¬ 
torneys James Walker and Harold 
McCabe. 

Arch Ekdale, San Pedro, attor¬ 
ney for Mr Giampe, announced he 
will seek at once to secure a writ 
of habeas corpus for his client 
from the district court of appeal. 
Mr. Giampe was remanded to the 
county jail by Judge Ames' de¬ 
cision. 

Mr. Ekdale's contention was 
that the legislature has the power 
to enact law’s for entire fish and 
game districts, but that legislation 
for part of a district '• unconstitu¬ 
tional. He contended that the 
county’s fish preserve is only part 
of district 19. 

Court Cites Reasons 

In his opinion the court called 
attention to the fact that Mr. 
Ekdale previously had admitted 
that if the legislature had named 
or numbered the fish preserve, it 
thereby would have created an en¬ 
tirely new district, and that the 
bill creating the preserve then 
would have been unconstitutional. 

Judge Ames said he was of the 
opinion that by enacting the bill 
the legislature did create anoth¬ 
er fish and game district, even 
though it was not named or num¬ 
bered. The court also said he 
could see no reason w r hy the legis¬ 
lature could not alter a district. 
The code, he said, does not pro¬ 
vide any requirement for naming 
or numbering a district when it 
is created. 

What Kill Provides 

In seeking his writ before the 
fourth district court of appeals 
at Fresno, Mr. Ekdale will base 
his arguments on the same points 
raised in the case here, he said. 

The fish preserve bill, created 
at the last session of the legisla¬ 
ture, prohibits use of seines or 
nets larger than a certain speci¬ 
fied size. The purpose of the bill 
is to prevent wholesale taking of 
small fish. These small fish are 
eaten by the larger ones. Thus, 
by preserving a food supply for 
the large fish, the fishing grounds 
are protected for the public. 


Widespread smuggling opera¬ 
tions said to have extended over 
the past four years were believed 
smashed today by United State* 
immigration officers. following 
arrests in the sensational case 
made in Orange county. 

With the arrest of Angel Es¬ 
trada, Roberto Duarte and Miguel 
Bara as they were coming from 
San Diego to Santa Ana, officials 
believe the ring was broken. 

The gang was declared respon¬ 
sible for the illegal entry of hun¬ 
dreds of aliens into this country 
yearly, many of whom came to 
Orange county. 

Nabbed At San Clemente 

First arrests were made by 
county border inspectors at San 
Clemente on Feb. 14, when they 
stopped Estrada as he was enter¬ 
ing the county with a car load of 
aliens. Immigration Inspector 
Franklin Davis, Santa Ana, re¬ 
vealed today. 

Inspectors Allshouse, Brown, 
Carr, Fortune and Spears made 
the arrests. 

Further arrests and institution 
of deportation proceedings against 
15 others followed almost immedi¬ 
ately, as the apprehended men led 
officers through a wide circle of 
Southern California cities to 
which their “customers” had been 
taken. 

Five Picked Up Here 

Five Mexicans brought illegally 
into this country were picked up 
in Santa Ana during the past week 
and remanded to federal court in 
San Diego, where formal deporta¬ 
tion proceedings were started 
against them, it became known 
today. 

The whereabouts of scores of 
such aliens who. Inspector Davis 
said, were met by Estrada on the 
Mexican side of the border, smug¬ 
gled across and now are living in 
Santa Ana, Los Angeles, Santa 
Barbara, Pomona and other South¬ 
land cities, is known. 

These persons are being rounded 
up and deported as quickly as pos¬ 
sible, he said.

TRENTON, N. J.. Feb. 20—The 
electric chair in which Bruno Rich¬ 
ard Hauptmann has been doomed 
to die the week of March 30 was 
shown to him in a dramatic epi¬ 
sode in the death house yesterday, 
it was learned today. 

Hauptmann peered into the death 
chamber during the interview with 
Samuel S. Leibowitz, New York 
attorney, and C. Lloyd Fisher, 
chief counsel. 

‘Like Caged Animal' 
“Hauptmann was like a caged 
animal.” said a person who was 
present at the interview. 

“He eontiilually grasped the 
bars of his cell with white, 
rlenrhed fists, and thrust his 
face between the liars. 

"During the interview Leibo¬ 
witz insisted that a wire screen be 
removed from behind Hauptmann's 
cell. When this was done. Haupt¬ 
mann could reach through the bars 
and touch the green door leading 
to the execution chamber and by 
extending his hand could look 
through the little peephole in the 
door. 

Stares at Chair 

“Leibowitz opened the peephole 
and Hauptmann looked through. 
He stared at the electric chair for 
a minute and blanched. He shiv¬ 
ered and sighed and lost his voice 
momentarily, but no tears come to 
his eyes.” 

It was ? ter this ir‘- .lew that 
Leibowitz announced his with¬ 
drawal from the case in an an¬ 
nouncement indicating he believed 
the condemned man was guilty. 
“Hauptmann understands very 
clearly that his last card has 
iMi‘n played and he has lost,” 
Ix'ihowit/. said. 

Leibowitz and Fisher told Haupt¬ 
mann, according to a reliable 
source, that there was no new 
evidence and Gov. Harold G. Hoff¬ 
man had told them he would not 
grant Hauptmann another re¬ 
prieve. 

Points Out Flaws 

“The scene in the death house 
was worse than anything I have 
ever seen in any electrocution 
chamber," this source said. 

“Leibowitz did not request 
Hauptmann to change his story, 
but in pointing out the numerous 
flaws in Hauptmann’s defense, he 
gave the prisoner every opportun¬ 
ity to tel! the truth if he had not 
already done so. 

"Hauptmann said, ‘Dot hand- 
. writing is the worstest thing 
against me.”’

CHICAGO, Feb. 20. Mb—Dr. 
Frederick Cook, storm center of 
the "North Pole Fraud" that shook 
the world a geneiation ago, came 
out of retirement today to demand 
that science recognize his claim to 
discovery of the pole in 1908. 

White-haired and weary of being 
jeered as a “faker," the 70-year- 
old explorer asked that his name 
be cleared "before I die.' 

In a letter written to the Amer¬ 
ican Geographical Society on the 
28th anniversary of his departure 
from Greenland, Dr. Cook request¬ 
ed "a full and impartial investi¬ 
gation of my story." 

His polar discovery claim—dis¬ 


puted by the late Admiral Robert 
E. Peary, who said he attained the 
pole a year after the date given 
by Cook has been upheld by 
every expedition since his own. Dr 
Cook declared. 

His description of the polar re¬ 
gions has been verified by Admiral 
Richard E Byrd, Lincoln Ells¬ 
worth, Roald Amundsen, and Gen 
Umburto Nobile, the physician- 
scientist contended in an inter¬ 
view.

GET TAX TALK 


Taxes, as viewed by R. C. Hoiles, 

! was the subject discussed this 
| morning at the Breakfast club 
meeting in the Main cafeteria 
The speaker is a student of eco¬ 
nomics, especially in the field of 
taxation, and he presented the 
1 subject from several different 
| angles. He spoke of legislation 
adopted to include those who at¬ 
tempted to evade their just share 
of the tax burden, and favored the 
theory of graduated tax. He con¬ 
tended the sales tax was not a 
I fair way of imposing the burden, 
hut should include luxury taxes as 
| well. He requested an expression 
on a questionnaire he submitted 
involving four different subjects, 
as follows: 

1. If you spend $10,000 upon 
yourself, should you pay more 
than 10 times a.s much tax as if 
you spend $1000 upon yourself? 

| That is, should you be taxed on a 
i graduated basis, upward, as you 
spend a higher tate for luxuries 
than for necessities? 

2. If you had a large income 
obtained from working and pro¬ 
ducing, should you be taxed so 

j long as you used it to make equip- 
' ment easier and provided your 
wealth is taxed on graduated basis, 
upward, when you do not use it? 

0. Should the rich, who do not 
risk their wealth in business, be 
taxed on a graduated basis, up¬ 
ward, on income resulting when 
they lend their money to others 
who are willing to take risks. 

4. Would you like to see some 
political party adopt these prin- 
ciples in its platform.

"Limiting of shipments of citrus 
fruit results in increasing con¬ 
sumption.” 

Strange as it may seem, this is 
the truth according to Supervisor 
LeRoy Lyon of Anaheim, Orange 
county member of the growers' 
advisory committee for market 
control. Mr. Lyon's remarks were 
made in connection with comments 
on the injunction suit filed in su¬ 
perior court yesterday to estab- 
j lish constitutionality of the state 
agricultural adjustment act on 
' which intra-state market control 
' for oranges is based. 

Evils Are Cited 

When there is no market con- 
j trol, Mr. Lyon explained, the re¬ 
sult is disorderly market condi¬ 
tions, frequent fluctuation of 
prices and lack of confidence in 
the product on the part of deal- 
| ers. Furthermore, if 11 cars of 
fruit are shipped on a given day 
to a consuming center with only 
a 10-car capacity, the price is 
beaten down and the market de¬ 
moralized. 

Under these conditions, he ex¬ 
plained, dealers will not bother to 
push citrus fruit. They will keep 
on hand enough to have oranges 
when they are called for, but will 
not make an aggressive attempt 
to sell them. This is natural be¬ 
cause, if they buy fruit on one 
day and then find that the next

can make no profit, they cannot 
be expected to risk much capital, 
time or energy in selling oranges. 

On the other hand, Mr. Lyon 
said, if orderly marketing is car¬ 
ried on and the price of oranges 
is relatively stable from day to 
day. dealer confidence is stimulat¬ 
ed. Dealers know they can carry 
full stocks of fruit with assurance 
that prices will not be beaten 
down under what they paid, and 
with the knowledge that it will be 
profitable to make an aggressive 
effort to sell citrus fruit. Under 
these conditions they will display 
oranges attractively. advertise 
them and make every effort to 
sell as many as possible, Mr. Lyon 
explained. 

‘Proven Fact’ 

As a result, limitation of ship¬ 
ments actually stimulates sale of 
fruit and ultimately results in in¬ 
creased demand and consumption, 
he said. 

"This is not just a theory but 
an established, proven fact,” he 
asserted. 

The injunction case started here 
yesterday is an attempt to sup¬ 
port the market control program 
through establishing the validity 
of the California agricultural ad¬ 
justment act on which it is based. 
The suit was filed against With¬ 
ers Brothers, Placentia packers, 
by District Attorney W. F. Men¬ 
ton. The defendants were ac¬ 
cused by the complaint of ship¬ 
ping fruit without having an al¬ 
lotment for such shipments as re¬ 
quired by law. Presiding Judge 
G. K. Scovel has granted a tem¬ 
porary restraining order prevent¬ 
ing the defendants from shipping 
fruit until they apply to the grow¬ 
ers’ advisory committee for an al¬ 
lotment. On Feb. 28 at 2 p. m. 
they have been ordered to show 
cause why a temporary injunction 
should not be issued.

CAMPBELL 
TO LECTURE 


Dr. Ian Campbell, associate pro* 
fessor of petrology at Cal Tech, 
will discusa "Minerals and the 
March of the Empire" tonight at 
the opening session of the second 
annual institute of liberal religion 
at the Unitarian church. 

Dr. Campbell was graduated 
from the University of Oregon in 
1922, and received his master’s 
degree there in 1924. His Ph.D. 
came from Harvard in 1931. He 
served as an associate professor 
of geology at the Louisiana State 
university, as an instructor in 
Harvard, as a geologist with the 
Wisconsin geological survey, and 
as junior geologist for the United 
States geological survey. Coming 
to Pasadena in 1931 he served first 
as assistant and now is associate 
professor of petrology.

Box for Valencias Is 
Told by R. E. Gross 


Here and There With

SAN JUAN CAPISTRANO — 
Agitation for incorporation of thil 
community was started yesterday 
afternoon by residents of the im¬ 
mediate townsite. 

Reasons given for the proposed 
incorporation wore that numerous 
chain baking companies send 
truckloads of merchandise into the 
community, competing with local 
merchants. They do not have to 
pay any license fees whatever, it 
was claimed, and do not support 
the community in any way. 

There has been considerable urg¬ 
ing for additional police protec¬ 
tion for the community, it was re¬ 
ported, as another point in favor 
of the move. At present the only 
protection afforded is a constable, 
whose territory includes from El 
Toro to San Clemente, including 
Dana Point and Doheny Park. 
The county board of supervisors 
have a petition on file, asking for 
increased pay for the officer, but 
to date funds have not been 
available. 


ORANGE.—A total of $1,356,- 
061 to growers affiliated with the 
Santiago Orange Growers' associa¬ 
tion was reported by R. E. Gross, 
manager, at the annual meeting 
of the group, held today in the 
auditorium of the Intermediate 
school. 

Cash receipts for the season 
were $1,676,482 which is less than 
the return for 1934, but more than 
that of 1933, he said. 

Mr. Gross said that 1,401,478 
field boxes of fruit were picked, a 
total exceeded only once in the 
history of the association, that in 
1929. Sales included 1720 cars of 
valencias and 45 cars of navels, 
he reported, with the total crop, 
including sale of loose fruit 
equaled the equivalent of 2118 
cars. 

The average per field box for 
all fruit picked was 70 cents for 
navels and 93 cents for regular 
crop valencias, with offbloom va¬ 
lencias averaging 65 cents, Mr. 
Gross said. These returns were 
for the small box used by the San¬ 
tiago association and must be 
taken into consideration when 
thinking of field box averages, he 
explained. 

Navels ripened reasonably early 
and shipments were finished Feb. 
13. he said. The Valencia season 
started earlier than usual, espe¬ 
cially for exports, and the first 
car was shipped March 28, with 
the last car leaving the packing 
house Dec. 2, he reported. 

A yearly refund on the season’s 
operations including selling and 
various revolving funds, amounted 
to $347,751, which was paid to¬ 
day. Mr. Gross remarked that 
canning of orange juice is still an 
unsettled subject and that a full 
survey and study is being made of 
the entire situation. 

"One fact must be kept in 
mind,” he said, “that canned or¬ 
ange juice is not under prorate 
control and certainly could dis¬ 
turb and materially affect prices 
received for packed fruit. In 
closing, Mr. Gross declared that, 
considering the season as a whole, 
returns were all that could have 
been expected.

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HEALTH LAWS SAVE 4000 LIVES IN COUNTY, REPORT ESTIMATES 

SUTHERLAND 
TELLS WORK

Application of modern health 
laws and regulations apparently 
has saved 4000 lives in Orange 
county in the past 13 years, it 
was estimated in the annual re¬ 
port of the county health depart¬ 
ment filed with the board of su¬ 
pervisors yesterday by County 
Health Officer Dr. K. H Suther¬ 
land. 

The health department was es¬ 
tablished on a full time basis in 
1923. 

“If the crude death rate (num¬ 
ber of deaths per 1000 population) 
present in Orange county during 
the few years previous to 1923 
had continued in force during the 
years since, there would have be#»n 
3936 more deaths in the county 
than there actually wer," the re¬ 
port said. "More interesting still, 
a detailed comparison shows that 
about 3200 of these lives were 
saved from death due to infec¬ 
tious disease. Also, following the 
same line of figuring, we find that 
during this time 587 infants were 
carried through their first year of 
life who would have died had the 
old infant mortality rate persist¬ 
ed.” 

Saves Money, Too 
This saving of life and health, 
said the report, has meant also 
the saving of money for medical 
and hospital treatment. 

“Ah far as 1935 :s concerned, 
we find that the health record 
was not ho good as for 1934. A 
total of 7693 cases of rnmniuni- 
cahle disease were reported this 
year as compared with 3718 fcur 
last. A measles epidemic in the 
spring of 1935 accounted for 
4948 of these cases, with two 
deaths resulting. In addition, 
the latter months of 1935 pro¬ 
duced a series of colds and up¬ 
per respiratory infections, most 
of which were never reported to 
the health department . . , 
"There were nine deaths from 
diphtheria in 1935, more than for 
several years past. Since there 
were only 72 cases of diphtheria 
during the year, this number of 
fatalities makes a very high mor¬ 
tality rate . . . None of these 
cases had ever been immunized 
against diphtheria before the at¬ 
tack. In an effort to prevent 
diphtheria, health department doc¬ 
tors Immunized 1303 individuals 
during the year, 448 of which were 
of preschool age. 

32,583 V isits Needed 
“The control of communicable 
disease required a total of 32,583 
visits by members of the health 
department. This is by far the 
greatest ever accomplished in the 
history of the department. 

"The campaign to control tuber¬ 
culosis has been zealously con¬ 
ducted during the past year.

Though much has been accom¬ 
plished in this line over a period 
of several years, tuberculosis still 
remains one of our major health 
problems," the report said. 

There were 180 new cases of 
tuberculosis reported during the 
year, and 81 deaths, making a 
death rate of 63.28. as compared 
with 149 cases and 71 deaths in 
1934, giving a death rate of 56.3. 
The present rate, however, is a 
drop of 13 points from that of 
1933, which in turn was an im¬ 
provement over previous years. 
Forty-four of the tuberculosis 
deaths in 1935 were among Mexi¬ 
cans. 35 among Americans and 
two were Japanese. The increase 
in tuberculosis deaths occurred 
among the Mexican people, the re¬ 
port showed. 

Continue T. B. Probe 
The health department contin¬ 
ued its examinations and tests to 
discover new tuberculosis cases. 
As a result 21 active cases were 
discovered, removed from schools 
and placed under supervision. 

During 1935 there were 1256 
deaths in the county, giving a 
crude death rate of 9.81 as com¬ 
pared to 9.4 for 1934, and 10.01, 
the average for the past five 
years. 

There were 1886 births, an 
increase of 220 over 1934. Of 
these, 670 were of .Mexican par¬ 
entage, an increase of 250 over 
last year. There were 116 few¬ 
er American births than in 
1934. The infant mortality rate 
was 64.16 as compared to 75.3 
in 1934. Seventy-seven of the 
infant deaths were Mexican and 
14 were American. 

The health department conduct¬ 
ed 394 regular health education 
clinics, both among Mexican and 
American mothers in an effort to 
curb infant deaths. 

Trap 13,358 Bats 
Four sanitary inspectors, re¬ 
sponsible for seeing that a high 
standard of sanitation is main¬ 
tained throughout the county, 
made a total of 31.067 inspections 
during the year. A rat extermi¬ 
nation campaign was carried on, 
primarily in Santa Ana, in which 
13,358 rats were trapped and 12,- 
000 poisoned. 

The health department, in co¬ 
operation with other local agen¬ 
cies, made 20,423 visits on school 
cases during the year, in a cam¬ 
paign to improve health of school 
children. 

In the milk and dairy inspec¬ 
tion field 3839 surprise samples of 
milk products were collected and 
examined and 6048 calls were 

made by the dairy inspector. Ev¬ 
ery dairy animal in the county 

was tested for tuberculosis, with 
the cooperation of federal and 
state agencies, with the result 

that 286 animals gave a positive 
reaction to the tests and were de¬ 
stroyed. 

4065 AniniaU Examined 

During the year meat inspec¬ 
tion resulted in examination of 
4065 animals at the time of 
slaughter. A total of 18,774 

pounds of meat was condemned 
and so treated that it could not 
be offered for sale. 

During 1935 a total of 16.511 
medical specimens were submitted 
to the health department labora¬ 
tory, upon which 24,365 examina¬ 
tions were performed. 

The report said the health de¬ 
partment in 1935 secured abate¬ 
ment of 1006 nuisances, correction 
of 1979 physical defects among 
children, improvement in nutri¬ 
tion for 1309 cases, improvement 
of sewage disposal arrangements 
in 673 instances, improvement in 
construction, equipment and man¬ 
agement of 457 food handling es¬ 
tablishments. as well as c ndemn- 
ing of 58 unfit food handling es¬ 
tablishments. obtained eight court 
convictions for violation of health 
laws and improvement of facilities 
and equipment of buildings to the 
estimated valuation of $70,552.

Divi¬ 
sion is very anxious to know the 
depth and condition of the Ger¬ 
man wire.

It is plain now that some significant further change 
of sentiment has been taking place in the rank and file 
of the voters. What this change is and what has brought 
it about is something that every political leader will en¬ 
deavor to learn. 


Perhaps the fury of recent concerted attacks upon 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt has reacted against their 
authors. 

Perhaps the New Deal, so scornfully described by 
many papers and orators, after all has found the favor of 
the man in the street. 

Perhaps the New Deal, with all its failures and con¬ 
stitutional defects, has won approval because as yet Re¬ 
publicans have offered nothing more constructive than a 
return to the Old Deal. 

Perhaps the bickering for political advantage being 
indulged in by many leading G. O. P. candidates is creat¬ 
ing an antipathy among voters who wish to see a real 
statesman enter the race. 

Perhaps Townsend club supporters are deserting Re¬ 
publican ranks to enroll with the party which put through 
a pension program, although not their own. 

Perhaps the general public has decided to make inde¬ 
pendent decisions of its own on political candidates and 
parties instead of voting like father did, or like party 
bosses recommend. 

Whatever the feeling and whatever its cause, the fact 
is that many California counties are lining up in this new 
political formation. Politicians had better ponder this 
phenomenon. It may mean that the candidate must do 
more than simply wear the party label; and that he must 
offer a program which appeals to the voters.

G ETTING a tooth pulled used to be a sort of major 
operation, shuddered about days in advance.

Remember Rule 6, “Don’t take things too seriously.”

W ASHINGTON. Feb. 20. — His¬ 
tory probably will record the 
munitions investigation, now near¬ 
ing its last sessions, as one of the 
most useful in senate annals. But 
its untimely termination is clouded 
in an atmosphere of backstage pol¬ 
ities and petty personal bickering. 

Two mistakes prevented the com¬ 
mittee from doing the kind of job 
it might have done, and from con¬ 
tinuing unhampered until the job 
really was finished. 

The first was the appointment 
of a Republican as chairman. Sen¬ 
ator Gerald Nye who introduced 
the munitions resolution deserved 
to be chairman, but repeated ex¬ 
perience has proved it inadvisable 
to place a minority member at the 
head of an important investigating 
body. There are invariably certain 
majority members who, secretly 
opposed to the probe, will make 
use of partisan prejudice to attack 
it. 

This was the case with the mu¬ 
nitions inquiry. From the very 
start, Democratic leaders balked 
at giving Nye the funds he asked 
for. A Democrat would have had 
little difficulty. But a Republican 
—well, that was different. 

The other big mistake was Nyc’s 
failure to grasp what Jim Reed, 
acid - tongued one - time senator 
from Missouri, once expressed to 
John T. Flynn. 

Flynn had made Reed a lush 
offer to write memoirs of his va¬ 
rious political battles with Wood- 
row Wilson. Reed refused. 

"There Is one thing I have 
learned about life,” he said. 
"Never attack a saint. Wood- 
row Wilson is still canonized.” 
Nye made the mistake of at¬ 
tacking Woodrow Wilson. After 
that his committee appropriation 
was doomed.

HOSTILK 

Members of congress returning 
from their junket to the Philip¬ 
pines were chiefly impressed by 
the attempts of the large army 
garrison stationed there to sabo¬ 
tage Philippine independence. 

The military, according to visit¬ 
ing congressmen, did everything 
possible to see that the regime of 
President Manuel Quezon got off 
on the wrong foot. 

The first thing they did was to 
spread the rumor that President¬ 
elect Quezon was afraid of being 
assassinated, therefore would not 
appear in public. 

Congressional friends of Quezon, 
who knew him as a Philippine 
delegate to congress, investigated, 
found the President-elect was suf¬ 
fering from stomach ulcers, was 
saving his strength for the inau¬ 
gural ceremonies. 

At one reception just before in¬ 
auguration, Quezon not only mixed 
freely with the crowd, hut stood 
at the doorway saying good-bye 
and actually summoned taxicabs 
for some of his gupsts 

The next day some of the army 
officers started a rumor that Que¬ 
zon was wearing a bullet-proof 
vest. 

So prevalent became this whis¬ 
per that Missouri's Senator Ben¬ 
nett Clark started a heated argu¬ 
ment about it with army officers 
attending a luncheon. When they 
insisted that Quezon was wearing 
a bullet-proof vest, Clark finally 
said: 

“Well, Quezon is one of my old¬ 
est friends. He was in congress 
when I was parliamentarian of the 
house. And whenever he sees me, 
he usually puts his arm around me 
or vice versa. 

“It so happens that I’ve had 
my arm around Quezon nix or 
seven times in the past week, 

and I know that If he timt a 


bullet-proof vest on under that 
silk suit I could feel it.” 

The climax of the military’s 
sabotage of the Philippine inau¬ 
gural came during the actual cere¬ 
monies. 

There was to be a world-wide 
radio broadcast. Secretary of War 
Dern was to speak first, then 
Quezon. Nevertheless Dern ar¬ 
rived 15 minutes late. 

In addition, the garrison had ar¬ 
ranged such a series of salutes 
that the uninitiated would have 
thought Dern, not Quezon, was be¬ 
coming President. All this took 
time. Finally. Dern spoke for 45 
minutes. 

This almost exhausted the al¬ 
lotted radio time. President Que- J 
zon got only a few brief minutes ! 
on the air.

WHOSK BRAIN TRUST? 

Consistency, thou art a jewel! J 
Ever since its origin the Amer¬ 
ican Liberty League has heaped 
scorn and ridicule on New Deal 
Brain Trusters. In pamphlets and 
speeches it has derided the office¬ 
holding professors as impractical 
theorists and bunglers. 

Yet, to and behold, there has 
just issued from the busy |>rc«ses 
of the league a leaflet quoting 
an Impressive selection of pro¬ 
fessors against the administra¬ 
tion. 

Captioned “The Professor ami 
the New Deal,” the document as¬ 
serts that the best professorial i 
minds of the country are against J 
the regime; that the term "Brain 1 
Trust” has misled the nation into i 
believing the administration has a j 
monopoly on academic talent. 

A careful scrutiny of the pam¬ 
phlet discloses, however, that some 
of the professors most prominent- ] 
ly quoted are actually not the foes 
of the administration they are I 
made to appear, but have merely | 
expressed themselves critically re¬ 
garding one of its policies. 

The league quotes their hostile j 
views only, and says nothing about 
others they may hold. 

For example: Professor George 
F. Warren of Cornell is quoted as 
panning the AAA and indirectly 
the NR A. Yet Warren is the au¬ 
thor of the Roosevelt gold policy 
—a policy that is one of the 
league’s chief targets. There is no 
mention of this fact in the leaflet. 

Also, Dean Howard Lee Mc- 
Bain, of Columbia University, is 
quoted as assailing the President 
for playing "putrid party politics.” 
But the league says nothing about 
another statement made by Mc- 
Bain in the same quoted speech, 
caustically denouncing the su¬ 
preme court for throwing out New 
Deal legislation.
